We guarantee 
all stock to be in good “live” condition when pur- 
chased and delivered. When there is evidence of 
stock dying after being properly planted and cared 
for we will replace any plants with the exception of 
annual, perennials, and roses, that fail to grow dur- 
ing the first growing season, at one-half the catalogue 
price. ‘This does not apply to Lawn work. There are 
so many causes for failure over which we have no 
control; therefore we cannot assume full responsi- 
bility for stock after it has been delivered in good con- 
dition. Unfavorable weather, poor soil, careless plant- 
ing, and culture all contribute to failure and are be- 
yond our control. To establish your faith in our stock 
it must grow therefore we will gladly advise as to its 
planting and care.
